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The 1987 Most Wanted Survey 

The 1987 The DX Bulletin Most Wanted Survey was 
conducted in July, 1987, and results reflect contacts 
and QSLs received prior to that date. Nearly 1008 
DXers worldwide completed and returned the survey this 
year, a 50% increase over last year! The average 
respondent has 287 countries confirmed, a truly 
impressive number. The DX Bulletin would like to thank 
Everett Jackson WA8CZS for his invaluable contribution 
in making this survey a reality. 

The Top Twenty 

The Top Twenty Most Wanted countries hold no 
surprises for informed DXers. There was some minor 
reshuffling from last year, but only two countries 
dropped out of the Top Twenty, and neither dropped 
far. Glorioso FR/G fell to 26th, and Libya 5A dropped 
all the way to 36th, thanks to 5A®A and G3JKI/5A. 
Andamans VU4 slipped to 14th from 5th, but will 
certainly drop farther as DXers receive their VU4APR 
QSLs. Spratly 1S jumped into the 7th Most Wanted 
position, while Laccadives VU7 and Mozambique C9 
joined the Top Twenty. 

The prospects for activity from the Top Twenty 
look very good. Plans are afoot for DXpeditions to 
Bouvet, Vietnam, Spratly, Bhutan, United Arab 
Emirates, Andamans, South Sandwich and South Georgia, 
Marion Island and the Laccadives. How many of these 
operations will actually come off in the next year is 
hard to say, but probably more than one, which is good 
news for the DXer. Note stations have been on the air 
recently from four of the Top Twenty: North Yemen (not 
good for DXCC) UAE, Andamans, and Kampuchea. 

The newcomer to the DXCC list in the past year 
was Peter 1 Island, which broke into the Most Wanted 
list at 28th, with more than 60% of The DX Bulletin's 
readers snagging 3Y1EE or 3Y2GV. 

Newcomers to the Most Wanted list this year 
include Jan Mayen JX #44, Maldives 8Q #46, Tuvalu T20 
#71, and Sudan ST #72. 


Changes Since 1986 

Leading the list of decliners since last year is 
China BY, which fell all the way to 96th from 47th. 
Next year's survey will not include China, which 
topped the list in 1988! 

Other substantial deecliners are Libya 5A and 
Minami Tori Shima JD, thanks to active amateurs 5A0A 
and 7J1ACH. Ogasarawa JD also fell 22 slots, as did 
Cocos-Keeling VK9Y, aided by multiple DXpeditions. 
South Orkney VP8 slid 20 positions, the result of the 
Uruguay DXpedition. Revillagigeio XF4 dropped 20 
slots, too, thanks to the XF4DX crew, and Christmas 
Island VK9X fell 17, with help from Jim Smith VK9ONS. 

The bad news were those countries moving up in 
the survey, reflecting increasing need. Tunisia 3V 
leads the list with an increase of 14. San Felix CEQ®X 
also moved up, as did Guinea-Bissau J5. 

The countries most likely to drop in the next 
survey are Andamans VU4, Juan de Nova FR/S, Auckland 
and Campbell 2'.9, Amsterdam FT8Z, Cocos-Keeling VK9Y, 
Sudan ST, and Thailand HS. Major DXpeditions to any of 
‘dozens of rare spots may help even more. Stay tuned. 
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Regional Variations 

East Coast The Top Twenty from the East Coast of 
North America contains the same 28 countries as the 
overall list, with some minor shuffling. Burma XZ 
actually tops the list, instead of Albania, but not by 
much. The countries especially high on the East Coast 
Dxer's Most Wanted list are understandably the Pacific 
and Far East. Kingman and Mellish Reefs, Wallis Is., 
Western Carolines, East Malaysia, and Macao are much 
needed in the East. 

West Coast West Coast DXers have a good shot at 
3 of the Top Twenty: Andamans, Spratly and Kampuchea, 
so those are lower in the West than on other lists. 
Macao, Malaysia, Willis and Cocos-Keeling are also 
lower. In the bad news side, African entities such as 
Chad, Congo, Pagalu Is., and Libya are tough for West 
Coast Dxers, as are Maldives, SMOM, and the perpetual 
West Coast nemesis, Malpelo. 

Europe European DXers have made good use of 
their shorter propagation paths and greater choice of 
bands to snag most of the "local" rare ones, such as 
SMOM, Mt. Athos, United Arab Emirates, Libya, Jan 
Mayen, and Iraq. And European DXers are still the only 
group to have Albania confirmations in any numbers, so 
that ZA ranks only third in their list. As you would 
expect, the Pacific islands are high on their list. 
Countries ranking higher than on the main list include 
Kingman, Auckland and Campbell, Palmyra, Baker- 
Howland, and Mellish. Revillagigedo is still up at 
19th, even after the special effort to work Europe by 
XF4DX. Kure Island, a chip shot for West Coast DXers, 
ranks 22nd for Europe. 

Asia Speaking of chip shots, Asian DXers clean 
up in the Far East, with Kampuchea, Laos, Bangladesh, 
and Bhutan far down their lists. The Asian DXers 
especially seek SMOM, Malpelo, Benin, San Felix, South 
Orkney, Guinea-Bissau, Togo, and Cameroon. 
DXpeditioners, take note! 


Changes Since 1988 

Looking back to the first The DX Bulletin Most 
Wanted Survey in 1988, we see many changes. The most 
dramatic drop has been China, which fell from #1 in 
1988, to 96th this year. Fernando de Noronha has also 
plummeted from 36th to 88th, and Uganda dropped from 
23rd to 75th, thanks in large part to Gerry 5X5GK. The 
CE®AA operation moved San Felix from 11th in 1988 to 
only 57th this year, but it is moving up again. Togo 
5V is down to 84th from 45, and Mali dropped to 97th 
from 59th. Taiwan, Macquarie, and St. Peter and St. 
Paul Rocks also fell in need in the past seven years. 

The other side of the coin has Bhutan moving up 
fron 55th to 11th, now that A5SIPN has retired. Niger 
rose from 66th to 22th, and Spratly climbed to 18th 
from 53rd. Bangladesh also moved up into the Top Ten, 
from 49th seven years ago. Other countries increasing 
substantially in demand are South Georgia and South 
Sandwich, Mt. Athos, Southern Sudan, Auckland and 
Campbell, Abu Ail, Laos, UAE, Tromelin, and Sao Tome. 

Countries maintaining their popularity are Burma, 
South Yemen, Albania, Bouvet, and the Andamans.
